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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Amended Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding amended Claim 1, the prior art does not teach or suggest a light 
assembly with a connector bracket assembly with a light attached to the bracket 
wherein when the vehicle leans in a first direction, the light pivots directly in response to 
the pull of gravity without the need (or assistance) for a sensor, a solenoid, or a 
gyroscope in a direction opposite the direction of lean of the vehicle. 

Regarding amended Claim 8, the prior art does not teach or suggest a bearing 
assembly that operatively connects the bolt to the connector and the bolt is rigidly 
connected to the attachment bracket so that the bolt rotates with respect to the 
connector wherein the light assembly leans in a direction opposite the direction of lean 
of the vehicle. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

but does not pivot directly in response to the pull of gravity in a direction opposite the 
first direction of lean of the vehicle.
